There are a few things you may wish to note about this car: 
the front floor carpet is not correct (should be a mat) but 
looks very nice; the windshield wiper knob 4s too big; the 
sidemounts may be from a 40-series car. Picky, picky. Just 


don't want to lead anybody astray. Overall, it's a great car. 
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RESTORING LICENSE PLATES. The trick, of cours: in doing this is painting 
the raised numbers and7on Tetters 40 the job Looks "osgiciae” -- that is to say, 
as though it just came from the "factory." (In Ohio, they do in fact make ‘em 
in the penitentiary, or ad it's now called, the "correctional institute.") 
Here's how I did one I picked up at a swap meet. First, of course, get rid 
of atl the rust and old paint, fill in any pits, sand, prime and spray the 
background color. For the numbers, 1 bought a gadget’ designed gor padnting 
the edges of walls, etc. catled "SUR-LINE.” This 4 a Lightlu-napped square 
pad about 4" x 4" attached to a metal base and handle, (The pad can be re- 
moved gon ckeaning.) Spray your number color on this pad, tap on paper to 
remove any excess, and then, holding the plate firmly on a glat surface, hun 
the pad oven the numbers. Don't press too hard. Several of these applications 
will probably be needed. The end result is quite good: the edges of the 
numbers have a slight fuzziness just Like the "factory" fobs. You may need to 
practice a bit to get the technique. Don't use Lacquer or Lacquer thinner as 
4t destroys the pad. You can buy extra pads, but I cleaned mine between coats 
with paint thinner followed by a strong sotution of tré-sodium phosphate plus 
ammonia. 


LICENSE PLATE BRACKET. 1 decided to put the Ohio 1937 plate on the right 
gront, to balance the required Ohio Historical Vehicke plate on the fe<t. No 
bracket, however. 1 made a fairly decent one in Less than an hour. Since 
you know the size of the plate you're going to use, it need not be adjustable; 
that gets rid of the hard part, See drawing below. It wikk be necessary to 
put a twist in the post just above the "jog," so that the plate will face 
Btraight. This is easify done with aluminum. Clean thonoughty, sand Lightly 
to etch the surgace, and paint beack.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. Hint No. 1: Speaking of tré-sodéum phosphate: it is 
a fon greabe, gunk and other foul stuss, especially when a 
healthy shot of ammonia is added. To clean up grease, etc, 1 make a saturated 
solution in hot water; that is, keep adding TSP until’ no more wilt dissotve, 

A hal{-pint of ammonia per gatton turns it <rom good to super. Cautions: 

(1) anmonéa fumes are bad for you; (2) the mixture wit eat aan) paint before 
you know it -- in fact, T also use it as a cheap and eaay paint remover. 

Hint: No. I used to buy the o£ and grease absorbent [for <Loors) that 
They ser hardware and auto parts stores until I found that cat Litter 

works just as well, costs muck Leas, and comes in giant bags 40 you never Aun 
out. In fact, my wige buys the cat Litter for her furry friends, so T don't 
even need to worry about putting it on the shopping Lists 1 atuys Lose.

DROOPY DOOR HANDLES. Sometimes door handles wit sag a bit out of the 
horizontal, Thas <5 due to wear on imperfect git in the first place, as dis- 
tinguished grom broken door handles, which drop to an almost vertical position. 
The "droopy" condctcon can be cured without great difficulty. The handle is 
easily nomoved gnom the car by taking out the set screw that holds it in the 
Lockéng/£atching mechanism and then publing it out through the ferrute. The 
door need not be disassembled. (See 1937 Shop Manuat page 22; 1938 Shop Manual 
page 31.) Clamp the steel shast securely in a vise (I would use wood or plastic 
protectors over serrated vise jaws). The hande can then be forced through 
bending into the desired orientation. Be caregue: (1) to bend the hand£e in 
the right direction; and (2) not to use excessave force. The handées are de- 
Signed to shear Loose grom the shait under heavy pressure (an anti-thest feature). 
Tf that happens, you must either ond another handle, or repair with a drétt pin 
an the manner regerred to for trunk handtes (see Voe. III, Issue 7, page 9). 


handee on the Lest Listed of the right, just interchange the two handées. (T 
never could figure out why the Locking handle is on the right; perhaps it was 
‘thought one should afways enter from the curb side of a parked car.) Likewise, 
44 the handtes have better chrome on one side than the other, you may be able 
to present a better appearance by arranging them with the good side up. With 
Latch assemblies, the Lest <ront will git the right rear, and vice versa. 
(Obviousey this has no applicability to two-door cars; Less obviously, perhaps, 
1 doubt £¢ wite hold true for the $0C, which has sront-hinged rear doors.) 
After the tenth month of 1937 production, a diggerent Latch assembly -~ made of 
aluminum as opposed to Steet -- was used into the end of 1938. The atumdnum 
tatch tends to break much moke easily. Such breakage can be repaired, but T 
can't tel you how, Better to sind an earty 1937 Latch as a replacement, df 
you can. 


EWBLEM COLORS. I recently acquired a good 1938 safes brochure, with 
drawings an color of each model. In those which show the front bumper center 
emblem, the background of the word "BUICK" is béack, and the diagonal Line 
and "8" axe ned. This is contrary to the statement made in the Vol. IIT, 
Tssue 7 Questions Answered section based on the advice of Paul Cusano. The 
brochure is, of course, an artist's rendition of actual cars, made in all 
probabitity’ begore the cars themselves were made. Therefore, the brochure 
cannot be taken as nal authority. Moreover, as noted in Tasue 7, it is at 
feast possible that thene were in fact vancations n actuat production,

STDEMOUNT COVERS. The aforementioned brochure also shows, in the drawings 
0f 80 and 90 series cars, the "BUICK" emblem on the sidemount covers, which is 
contrary to the Dave Lewis statement in Questions Answered, Vol. IIT, Tssue 8. 
(Have you noticed that when it begins to Look Like we might have printed some~ 
thing questionable, 1 try to attribute the problem to someone else?) Same

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RUBBER PARTS. J »§ Bow, WA saus that he has built mokds 
fox ak Aubber mounti 7 Speciats,'as well as for running board 
mats. Parts made and sold to Club members at reasonable prices (cost of 
materials onty). John is alse working on modds gor the '38 Century rubber 
parts, and -- get this! -- he és buslding molds to reproduce sidemount covers 
in gébergtass.

OIL PRESSURE. Reproduced below is a Deater Service Bulletin that indicates 
a cure for Cow ock pressure in some 1937 engines. The probeem is that the 
cover and the pump body do not mate together and seat adequately -- there is 
no gasket between them -- and the pump Eeaks. This problem was apparently not 
Sotved completety by the new six-senrew cover mentioned in the Bulketin, because 
the condition can occur on '38 and tater Buichs also, grom what T have been 
told, A Little drop in pressure with hot oi may be no cause gor alarm, and 
sometimes can be hetped on cured by a heavier oil, on STP. (Some people swear 
by STP and some say it's junk; 1 have never used ét.) But 4f you've got onty 
25 Lbs. at 50 mph, brother, you are heading or trouble. One thing to do és 
nemove the pump and have the mating surfaces of the body and the cover machined 
absolutety flat, then reassembée the pump, making sure it is pergectty clean 
when you ast { thés does not solve the problem, it may be engine rebuild time. 


A change has been made in design of the ofl pump cover assembly.

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WOODGRAINS -Part 2 


We have devetoped mone information on the subject of woodgrains and dash- 
boards, 


Finst, the page opposite shows drawings of the 1938 40 series dash that 
appeared in a Buick sales brochure. Here we see a degénite vertical grain 
pattern with pronounced Light and dark, probably intended to duplicate a watnut 
"stumpwood" féqure the pattern that occurs where Large roots merge into the 
base of the tree trunk). We also see a degincte "suirt" on "motte" pattern 
in the moldings: that is, alternate Light and dark areas at right angles to 
the direction of the grain. It must be kept in mind that this is an artist's 
rendition rom a sates document, not a photo of an actual car. Artists some- 
times took a few Liberties to make advertisements Look more appealing; thus 

At cannot be said that the drawing is conclusive evedence of the pattern 
actually used. My impression is that surviving 1938 40 and 60 series dashboards 
frequently exhibit a yetLowish or golden color, and are sometimes restored with 
this color. There is a reak question in my mind about this, and 1 suspect that 
the gotd or yellowish effect 4s due to age and was not there originally. One 
would expect figured walnut to vary grom tan (about the color of a cardboard 
box) through various shades of broum, down to a chocolate colon. 


Second, I receéved a note and some photos {rom Joe Giordano (¥333) of 
Liberty, MO, who has owed a variety of 1937 and 1938 Buicks. Here is a 
slightly edited version. 


"1937 dashboards tend to Look greyish as they have aged, and 
Tthink that throws a Lot of restorers off on color. 1938 
Buicks had three different dashboards that 1 know of: 60 
series had the woodgrain that you see in the picture, but T 
have owned them with a checked dash with painted outer 
panels and have seen others Like that; 40 series cars had a 
woodgrained dash that was somewhat Lighter in color with a 
burt effect; the 40 series sometimes takes on a slight green 
colon efgect. When in doubt Look 0% someone with an 
excetent original car and be sure of what you are doing.” 


The picture Joe refers to (of a 1938 60-series car) appears below, Aethough 
it wilt not show up wekl here, in the orégénal photo the grain pattern appears 
horizontal: more Like the 1937 pattern. Note the vertical chrome strips: the 
outer panels Joe mentions would be on either side of these. The "checked! , 
pattern might be the same as the “Lace” effect Dave Lewis has referred to in 
previous issues as being on the two raised sections of the 1937 80 and 90 series 
dashboards. Note atso that this car has a “mahogany” steering wheel rim and 
center, not the ivory color that we have come to expect, ~

Original 1938 Century e ee Joe Giordano 


Thindty, I received a Letter <nom Lou Witdt (#245) of Cincinnati, OH 
describing a method of making "transgers." This is the onty person I’ have 
heard about who duplicates -- at teast apparently -- the method that I betieve 
was used oniginatey wherein a pattern was applied to decal material through 
the use of dyes and the decal then applied to the metal part. You wilt recatl 
that in the original process, the transger was applied before the panel was 
stamped into its ginal shape. In both '37 and '38 Butch the dash panes 
have a mone complex shape than was the case with many other cars of the period. 
There 4s considerable doubt in my mind as to whether a transfer of the entire 
panel can be successfully applied to a '37 ok '38 dash in its ginal shape. 
Theregore, the transfer method may not work for restoration. In any event, 
however, here s Lou's Letter. 14 anyone has had experience with work done by 
Ma, Estes, please Let me know.

Two péus years ago 1 
mot Bernie Estes at Hershey. While tathéng to him 1 found out that he had a 
woodaraining shop én Sarasota, Fla. just a few miles from my wife's parents! 
home, Since we are there once on twice a year he invited me to visit his shop. 


He uses the original method of woodgraining: the "transer" method. 1 
wilt try to describe his method as best as 1 can remember. He cleans and pre- 
pares the metal for painting. The part is then primed and the base color is 
applied. The base colon is usuatéy the tan or Light cofor.

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The plate gor the desired woodarain pattern is then sekected rom the dn- 
ventory of the plates that he has. These are large metal plates |staingess?) 

6 feet to 7 geet tong and 2 feet to 3 feet wide that are embossed with the 
pattern. These plates are expensive. I do not remember the figure but I bekiove 
it wes Several thousand dollars per plate. The plate is placed on a special 
table that weighs severat thousand pounds and is pergectty evel. With the 
proper base color and the proper selection of various colored dyes the correct 
grain colors can be obtained. The plate <s péaced on the special table and the 
dyes spread eventy over the plate. The retiess in the pattern on the plate 
create different thicknesses of dye creating different shades in the grain, 
This pattern is applied to the decal on transfer material. After the dyes have 
dried the decal is caresubly removed and applied to the previously prepared 
part. The ginal application is the clear coat over the decat. 


The dyes are also expensive and have a very short shelf Life. The work is 
very tedious 40 Bernie onky works on the woodgraining a gow hours a day. 


T saw dash panets and trim in various stages of completion. The finished 
panvls were absoluteey beautiful. They were expensive but I Liked what T saw. 
T wie be in Sarasota for a month next March and maybe sooner. 1 plan to check 
4g he is stile doing woodgraining. 1 have not seen any ads gor his service and 
4t has been over two years since I visited his shop.

I also received a Letter from our old griend and contributor, Bob Pipkin 
(#076) 0f Sakem, Oregon. He says that atl series 60, 80, and 90 Budcks in 1938 
had a horizontal pattern mahogany woodgraining (that is, a red-broum color) 
with the exception of the convertibles (chrome) and some Centuries which were 
produced with a "Chevron" gégure on the dash, This may be the same as the 
"Checked" pattern Joe Giordano mentions, 


In 1937, 80 and 90 series cars (except the $0C) had three different molding 
treatments: the greyish-gold color used on the dash, beack, oh mahogany wood- 
grain, (See Volume III, Issue 1, page 16; Issue 3, page 20.) 


Where docs this Leave us? I'm not sure, but there seem to be mone mysteries 
about 1938 than 1937. We will continue to research this subject, and T expect 
to have mone in the folLowing issues.
